For those who look to the annual 
meeting of Ratepayers to provide 
the excitement of some nine days’ 
wonder, the list of Resolutions to 
be brought forward on Tuesday 
week will be something of a dis- 
appointment. With one possible 
exception the list contains nothing 
controversial ; nor bas public gossip 
as yet supplied any inkling of 
sensations to come, as has oc- 
casionally been the case in pre- 
vious years. The one point of con- 
troversy alluded to above is con- 
tained in Resolation VIII, under 
which the Council seeks powers 
to raise a loan mot exceed- 
ing Tis. 350,000 for thepurchase 
and erection of additional electrical 
plant.” ‘That this Resolution will 
give opportunity for further debate 
on the vexed question of Municipal 
trading seems not improbable, alike 
from the experience of previous 
years and from various corres-| 
Pondence which has appeared at! 
different times in these columns. 
‘The subject is, however, too vast to 
receive, for the moment, more than 
a passing reference. One other 
point on which criticism may fasten 
is the proposal to borrow Tis. 
300,000 * for the purposes defined 
in the estimate of Extraordinary 
Expenditure,” which item, as 
‘a glance at the Annual Report 
reveals, includes such items as the) 
rebuilding of the Bund Bridge 
over the Yangkingpang, the pur- 





chase of certain land, road-making, | ® 


drainage and a small amount of 
bunding and building. OF late 
years the tendency to cover Extra- 
ordinary Expenditure by loans bas 
boon growing more and more pro- 
nounced. In so far as our borrow- 
in, ywers are concert 
“still well within our limit 
terest” figares in the ordinary 
estimated expenditure of the year 
‘at no more than Tis. 109,000, ard 
this is indeed a very small propor- 
tion of a total income of over two 
and a half millions. Moreover, it 
will doubtless be argued that the 
steady redemption of old deben- 
tures may fairly be set off against 
the incurring of new. The ques- 
tion is rather one of principle than 
of particular instance ; and when, as 
now, the Resolutions contain yet 
other borrowing proposals to thi 
tentall told of Tis. 600,000, while as 
the “Gazette” store elsewhere new 
charges are impending on account| 
of ‘ie General. Hospital, it would 
seem wiser to impose some restric- 
tion on the now apparently accepted 
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system of borrowing for public 
works of a minor order. 

‘Apart from these questions the 
Resolutions as a whole might fairly 
be described as a presentation of 
the inevitable. First and foremost 
we have the measures deemed 
necessary for the safeguarding of 
Shanghai against an outbreak of 
plague. e modifications of 
Numbers VIII and XVIII of the 
Roles with respect to new Chinese 
buildings, which the Council now 
brings forward for public approval, 
have been already fully set ont in 
the Municipal Gazette, but it is 
useful to recall them here in brief. 
Rule VIU, as it stands at present, 
provides for the height to which 
the surface of the ground on all 
sites is to be raised above footpath 
or road, for the height of the 
ground floor, and for a six-inch 
bed of lime or concrete cement 
under the ground floor ; while Rule 
XVII, paragraph 3, enects that a 
certain’ space for ventilation must 
be left between floor-boards and 
cement. Under the amendments 
now proposed this paragraph dis- 
appears altogether, and “the 
ground floor is to consist either of 
six inches of concrete impervious 
to rats and water,” or of boards 
laid flat on well-rammed tar con- 
‘crete superimposed on three inches 
of concrete. Further provisions are 
also introduced against lath 
plaster walls, hollow spaces between 
ceilings and floors, or under stair- 
cases, the amendments in these 
particulars following closely on the 
lines laid down in the Hong- 
kong Building Ordinances. Article 
XXX of the Land Regulations’ 
thorizes the Council to alter 
building by-laws as it may think 
fit, subject only to such alterations 
being submitted “for the opinion 
of the Land Commissioners and to 
adequate notice.” Bat in the present! 
instance the amendments met with 
0 much opposition from the Special 
Committee to which they were 
referred that the Council decided 
to take no step without first receiv- 
ing public sanction. To form 
just opinion of the plague Resolu- 
tion, it must be read in conjunction 
with the section of the Budget 
referring to the Health Department, 
under which appears the item of 
Tis. 50,000 “for the rat-proofing 
of existing native houses in those 
places where the danger of plague 
is greatest.” The whole proposal, to 
quote from the Budget once more, 
“has the nature of a fair com- 























plea with which no 
inded man should dis- 
agree. ‘The Building Regulations 
date from days when Shanghai was 
believed to be immune to plague, 
or at least when the intimate con- 
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nexion between plague and rats was 
less perfectly understood ; and to 
this extent it is fair that owners of 
house property should receive some 
consideration. As regards houses 
yet to be built the case is other- 
wise, and no private interest or 
inconvenience can be allowed 
to militate against the general 
welfare, where safety is a matter 
of following certain well-approved 
and clearly marked lines. 

Next to plague prevention, the 
most interesting of.the special Reso- 
lntions is the one that finglly brings 
the new Volunteer Hendquartors 
and Drill Hall within the sphere of 
practical politics. Two years ago 
when this expense was voted, it 
may bo remembered that the Chair- 
man of the Municipal. Council 
hinted plainly that the day was not 
far distant when other institutions 
besides the Volunteers would be in 
need of extending their promises. 
The intervening months have soen 
much fruitless searching for suit- 
able sites, of which the land on the 
Soochow Creek appeared to be the 
favourite. Dariog that time also, it 
is to be supposed, the necessities of 
the Municipal Offices certainly did 
not tend to make themselves leas 
apparent ; and in the end a solution 
of the whole problem has been 
found in bringing forward the two 
schemes, the erection of Head- 


d|quarters and Drill Hall und the 


extension of the Council Offices, as 
one. It is, accordingly, proposed 
to acquire all the land in » south- 
eastern direction from that on which 
the Central Offices now stand, up 
to the corner of the Foochow and 
Kiangso Roads ; and the site thus 
obtained will accommodate , both 
officials and Volunteers. The oost 
is heavy, for the Tis. 140,000 ‘es- 
timated in the Resolution would 
appear to cover no more than the 
price of the land. Bat there 
can scarcely be any question of the 
wisdom of keeping all branches of 
public enterprise within the closest 
possible focus and to have removed 
the Headquarters of the Volunteer 
Corps from immediate touch with 
the other headquarters of Settle- 
ment defence was a strong argu- 
ment against even s0 desirable a 
site as that on the Soochow Creek. 
If the Volunteers have had to wait 
for their new home even to the 
period at which heart may well 
become sick, the final gratification 
of their hopes should sui 

all previous expectations. Of the 
unsuitability of the Town Hall for 
the object for which it was origin- 
ally designed there is no need to 
speak. Tho question has been 
thoroughly thrashed out at two 
Ratepayers’ Meetings, and the Hall 
will find abundant uses in social 
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requirements. Imagination, stimu- 
lated by recollection of the fine 
public buildings of Singapore and 
‘Hongkong, looks eagerly forward 
to the day when Shangbai too may 
be the owner of one majestic and 
all-embracing Municipal building. 
For the moment we may con- 
gratulate ourselves that there need 
‘be no departure from the principle 
of centralization, thongh upheld 
under extremely restricting condi- 
tions. 





THE LAST OUNCE.

‘Tae impression popularly pre- 
vails that a close approximation to 
perfection has been reached in the 
organization of human productivity 
in the United States of Amer 
Expressions such as “ Captains of 
Industry” to define the directors 
of vast industrial and commercial 
concerns—expressions which in 
themselves suggest organizations of 
labour properly comparable wich 
an army—bad their origin in the 
United States, and were brought 
into being, as all such phrases are, 
by the development of a new phase 
of human activity. In particular 
the American railways with their 
e, their tens of 
thousands of employees and their 
complex inter-working of systems, 
have been regarded, in some 
quarters, as the ultimate achieve- 
ment of commercial organization. 
‘A. controversy, however, between 
the railway interests and their 
customers (in American parlance 
the shippers”) has led to a deep 
shadow of doubt falling across the 
reputation for efficiency hitherto 
borne by those in whose bands 
rested the management and control 
of the railroads. The critics frankly 
acknowledged that the direction of 
the traffic itself was highly efficient, 
but they declared that in otber 
ents scientific management 
was lacking, and the consequence 
was that there was a deplorable 
waste of Jabour and of time. In 
their capacity of manufacturers and 
construction engineers, it was as- 
verted, the railroads showed an 
incapacity that resulted in inability 
to obtain a reasonably high retaro 
from the outlay on labour and 
material. These accusations were 
brought forward as a reply to a 
demand by the railways that rates 
should be raised to enable them to 
earn fair interest on capital invested. 
The “ shippers” contended that the 
failure to secure a satisfactory 
return was not due to the inade- 
quacy of the charges made, but fo 
the absence of scientific manage- 
ment in a variety of trades and 
unskilled occupations: that, in the 











United States, part and parcel 
of the working of the railways. 

In order to show that no 
legitimate cause existed for an 
increase in the cost of transporta- 
tion, it was necessary to prove that 
outside employers in similar avenues 
of industry had achieved greater 
efficiency than bad the railways. 
Recognizing this necessity, the 
“shippers” brought evidence to 
show that in machine shops, in 
textile mills, in printiog shops, in 
bricklaying and in the bandling of 
unskilled labour a scientific study 
of the movements made by a work- 
man engsged on any particular 
work and the elimination of any 
movements that could be dispensed 
with, were necessary. The time 
that the necessary movements should 














.|consume had also to be studied and 


the organization and planning of 
work beforehand was essential to 
reap full value from the investiga- 
tions. This scientific study bad 
been made by employers in various 
industries with the result that the 
cost of production had been greatly 
reduced, while the wages of the 
workers and the profits of the 
employers had been increased. Ai 
illustration of what scientific’ 
management involved was supplied 
by one witness who gave evidence 
oa behalf of the “ shippers” before 
the Interstate Commission, which 
was considering the application of 
the railroads to increase their rates. 
brick- 





first place, to pick up one brick, 





and in lifting it be lifts ten pounds 
of brick and sbout 100 pounds of 
brick-mason—the upper part of his 
‘own body. In laying 1,000 bricks 
in a day’s works, he lift 100,000, 
pounds of brick-mason.” The 
witness proceeded that to prevent 
this waste of skilled labour a common 
labourer was employed to put the 
bricks where the mason would not, 
have to stoop for them. As it was 
noticed that a mason tapped a brick 
two or three times to settle it into 
place, the mortar was made thinner 
so that its weight would settle the 
brick into the proper position. The 
result of these and other applica- 
tions of scientific study had raised 
the day’s work of the average 
brick-mason from 1,000 up to 2,700 
bricks aday. The mason now only 
made six movements where be had 
formerly made eighteen.

While the differences between 


the tendency that is revealed by the 
application of scientific methods to 
industry is of general interest. A 
result of the strenuous commercial 
rivalry between nations is the inevi- 
table adoption by each of methods 
that have been employed with suc- 
cess by others, and in the paths that 
the United States finds it profitable 
to tread to-day, it will be followed 
by the other commercial countries 
to-morrow. Itis impossible to with- 
bold admiration from those who 
have developed industrial efficiency 
by the application of methods that 
are usually ascociated with science, 
but to some the doubt will occur 
whether in the ultimate result the 
gain will outweigh the loss. The 
result of these methods must neces- 
sarily be to reduce—there is no other 
term possible—the human worker 
to the level of the machine. To 
some it will seem an offence against 
the dignity of human beings to 
mould them into uniform cogs in 
a huge commercial wheel, and to 
sacrifice individuality to standardi- 
zation. It is of interest to remem- 
ber that the modern tendency in 
certain military circles is to encour- 
age individuality, even in the rank 
and file, as experience has shown 
that the repression of personality 
bas led to disastrous results in 
unforeseen circumstances. The 
analogy between military and com- 
mercial armies is far from perfect, 
but the fact that the latter are enter- 
ing upon a phase from which the 
former are apparently emerging 
is worthy of attention. Considering 
the conditions of the period, the 
admiration of Macaulay for the Iron- 
sides who “marched to war with 
the procision of machinery ” is un- 
derstandable, but a contemplation 
of the huge industrial army reduced 
to the condition of automata, per- 
forming its appointed work’ with 
clockwork movements, is likely to 
excite in the breast of those least 
endowed with humanitarian in- 
stinets a sentiment of pain rather 
than of appreciation. ‘Those who 
believe that the human race is pain- 
fully toiling upward towards » 
higher destiny will scarcely find 
ground for congratulation in » 
tendency which can only achieve 
suecess by the development of 
attributes that man shares with the 
steam dredger.

ment.” The article is in some sort 
a review of Mr. Chirol’s recently 
published book, “ Indian Unrest ;” 
but a review of such kind as to 
recall rather an essay of Macaulay’s 
than the ordinary critique of modern 
journalism. Its purpose is clearly 
enongh suggested by the title 
Lord Morley is a profound believer 
in democracy, and some of Mr. 
Chirol’s conclusions furnish him 
with an opportunity of replying to 
the “great general question how 
the omnipotence of democracy, and 
all its influences direct and indirect, 
are likely to affect Indian rule.” In 
actual fact, it bas been pointed ont, 
it is no part of Mr. Chirol’s to sup- 
port the view, now advanced in 
many quarters, that the Governor- 
General of India should be made 








independent of Parliamentary con- 
trol exercised through the Secretary 
of Stale. That control, as Lord 
Morley shows at great length, has 
beon absolutely defined in “ statute 
and instraments as good as statute”; 
and the complaints that: Mr. Chirol 
voices are not aimed at the constitu- 
tional relationship of Secretary and 
Governor-General, but at the grow- 
ing tendency to substitute for those 
relationships others more personal 
and informal. In this respect in- 
deed Lord Morley appears uncon- 
sciously to lay himself open to attack, 
in the scornful manner in 
which he criticizes Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald’s suggestion that two 
or three Members of the House of 
Commons should always have a 
place on the Indian Secretary's 
Council.

“iron principle” of Indian society, 
obedience to authority. In the 
Weest ideas of liberty are everyday 
commonplaces; in the East they are 
brand-new.

deeper sentiment and expression of 
sentiment, than all that is best in

In conjunction with this plea 
must be taken another vital fact, 
namely, that the Indian Press, 
‘with some notorious exceptions, is 
improving. Less space is given 
to vaporoys fulmination on the 
pension list’and the army, and a 
keener eye is kept on Budgets 
and economics generally. “ Cotton- 
excise and the opium-trade are 
sure to come pretty speedily into 
question, and when they do, the 
oracles of British and Indian 
interests may speak in contending 
tongues.” Here is another import- 
ant point for consideration. Self- 
government in India, which is 
being every year more and more 
extended, means something beyond 
the relations of native population to 
Baropean authorities. It also im- 
plies the relations of both together 
to the organs of home government ; 
and the time is not far distant! 
when the raling authority in India 
may have to take the side of Indian 
interests against home interests. As 
aside issue of this question, emphasis| 
is laid on the burning resentment| 
felt in India at the attitude 
adopted in the Colonies towards 
Asiatic immigrants, and one point 
in particular is worth mentioning. 
People in India are well aware 
that the Labour Party in Great 
Britain, though “ professing great 
sympathy with their professional 
aspirations,” has never tried, or if it 
has tried, has failed, to influence 
Labour parties in the Colonies in 
favour of Indian claims, although 
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those parties are most largely 
responsible for Asiatic, exclusion. 
What then is to be the concla- 
sion? Lord Morley contends that 
“as matter of history, empire over 
distant dependencies has not been 
broken down by democracy at the 
metropolis.” The story of Athen- 
ian downfall belongs to the uprise 
of oligarchy at Athens; burean- 
cracy, not democracy, rained the 
Roman Empire ; under absolutism 
the Spanish Sonth American 
dominion crumbled away; and 
England’s loss of the American 
Colonies was dueto the incompetence 
of a patrician oligarchy. The argu- 
ment that true democracy is in 
reality now only for the first time 
trying its hand at empire-ruling he 
anticipates with the retort, that 
there might be as many definitions 
of democracy as the two hundred 
versions given of Liberty. But this 
is merely playing with words. The 
practical issue is that the British 
nation, through Parliament and 
ry of State, is master of the 
Governor-General and the burean- 
racy that governs India: the con- 
nexion is certainly remote, but must 
surely become closer and clearer 
with every year that passes. And 
as regards ae bureaucracy, which 
bears the burden and heat of the 
aay, Lord Morley argues that “the 
official will be no less conscientious 
. » . the more he feels the direct 
breath of public opinion.” No 
‘one will dispute the statement. The 
question is whether the Indian 
Civil Service will continue to attract 
the same class of men as hereto- 
fore; and it may be remembered 
that Lord Curzon publicly com- 
plained last summer that there was 
already a marked decline in this 
respect: which he attributed to 
the centralization of power, with 
loss of scope of personal initiative, 
and the constant buffeting of Civil 
servants between public opinion at 
home and local aspirations. ‘The 
disheartening nature of such a 
position for the men who have 
learnt by long years of proximity 
to realize the nature of the pro- 
blems of Indian unrest is easily 
understood. Even Lord Morley 
admits that the weakness of modern 
democracy is its passion for simple 
ideas and absolute principles, which 
it would be as mischievous as it 
would be impossible to transplant 
into “the hundred disparate com- 
munities that make up India.” Tho 
same weakness, it may be observed 
in passing, too often assails those who 
are attempting to force the advent 
of constitutionalism in China. This 
much of comfort is left, that the 
House of Commons does not, on 
Lord Morley’s authority, press an 
awkward question beyond the,point

Ir is somewhat significant that, 
two months after the ‘Britiol people 
have been semi-officially  assared 
that “an invasion even on. the 
moderate scale of 70,000 men is 
practically impossible,” the e: 
tt the Almirity, who are renee 
sible for presenting to the Govern- 
ment the forthcoming - naval esti- 
mates, should rouse a certain section 
of the public to furious indignation 
by suggesting serious increase 
in expenditure. ‘The words quoted 
above are taken from an Appendix 
to the second edition of Genenl 
Sir Tan Hamilton’s book * Compal- 
sory Service,” and appear over the 
iniials A.’ K, Which have 
been accepted as representing the 
ante of Admiral Sir A. KX. Wilson, 
None certainly will: dispute: Sir 
Arthur Wilson's claim to the title 
‘dE expert oh the subject with=which 
his Memorandum deals. But: the 
Admiral; like most other officers of 
the Senior Service, is no talker, and 
bis Memorindum can birdy be 
regarted as 2 volunta: iba 
tion tothe -liseustion now’ ening 
on the subject of national defence. 
Tt was supplied in the fornt of notes |

Circumstances, in the shape of Lord 
Rosebery’s resolations on the 
Reform’ of the House of Lords, 
caused Lord Roberts to withdraw 
his motion ; and the Memorandam 
would, in all probability, neyer 
have seen the light of day, but for 
its inclusion in the above-mentioned 
volume, to which the Secretary of 
State for War has given his cordial 
approbation.

‘a danger against which no precau- 
tion must be omitted. The main- 
tenance of the isolated coaling- 
stations in the Mediterranean, and 
dlong the route to India and the 
Far East, requires a powerful fleet 
of fast oruisers, and it is satisfac 
tory to note that the new 
programme includes five large 
armoured ships, three protected 
cruisers, and one unarmoured 
erniser.

Panic at home is one 
of the surest means of encouraging, 
on the ipart of « possible enemy, 
an attack that would otherwise 
remain undelivered. Preparation 
to meet any possible emergency 
is no less effective because it 
is unaccompanied by any waste of 
words, and the public might do 
well to acquire » more fitting sense, 
of proportion between speech and 
action. Great Britain bas been 
assured by Germany that the 
growth of her fleet is dictated by 
the necessity of protecting her 
rapidly expanding commerce, and 
Mr. Asquith has endorsed that 
view. The position of Great Britain 
as an Island Power supplies an 
equal, if not greater, reason for the, 
application of the same principle tu 
her own naval programme.

Mr. Hutchison resigned in 
circumstances which have already been 
made public, and the Report states that 
the Council is precladed from publishing 
the Minutes referred to by him by the 
fact 'that they were of = highly con- 
fidential character. 

The strength of the 8. V. Corps on 
December 31 was 1,044, an increase 
‘of seventy-three on the figure of the 
preceding year, The experiment in- 
troduced during 1910 of having a 
special clasa for thé preliminary training 
of N.C.O's prior to the actual trating, 
proted in iteelf a creat success, The

duel. Zady. Ursula, in despair at 
‘the results of her frolic, and unable to 
persuade her brother to make terms 
‘with Sir George, dresses herself up in 
the clothes of younger brother 
(who is away is) presents herself 
in that brother's name at Sir George's 
house and gains admittance. She 
readily manages to conciliate Sir Georg 
bat when the Iatter proposes to go with 
her to Lord Hassenden’s rooms in St. 
James's, to [patch op the quarrel and 
to see Lady Ursula (who is supposed 
to have gone to stay with ber brother) 
the disgaised Lady Ursula takes fright, 
and, seizing the opportunity of her 
host's temporary absence from the room, 
flies to her broths rooms in town.

Upon this party Lady 
Ursula, to her horror, unexpectedly 
falls; and when Sir George, who by 
this time suspects the real character of 
his visitor, arrives, the situation is 
complete, A duel between Sir George 
‘and the sapposed younger brother of 
Lady Ursula is narrowly avoided, and 
this act, it must be confessed, ends » 
little feebly with the break-up of 
the company. In Act IV we are back 
again at Sir George's house at Edgeware, 
‘and there all the prsceal characters 
of the story assemble for explanations, 
reconciliations, snd the anticipated 
betrothal of Sir George Syloester 
and Lady Ursula, who bave bad 
quite time enoogh in the single 
evening in which the sdventare has taken 
place to fall in love with each other, 

As bas been indicated above “ The 
Adventure of Lady Ursula” is an ex- 
tremely pretty play. Bat it owes its 

the pecaliar atmos- 
phere of romance with which Anthony 
Hope is able to endue bis writings, 
and to the sparkling dislogae of which 
he is past master, than to any iotriasic- 
ally dramatic power, More than this, 
‘the ‘sutbor is in some sort an smatear 
in respect of that very important 
essential, stagecralt.

IRRIGATION IN 
THE PUNJAB. 


‘The following is the substance of tl 
lectare upon Irrigation in the Pa 
given by Mr. H. Middleton at tho 
meeting of the Union Charch Literary 
and Social Goild on March 8. The 
lectarer said :- 

‘The knowledge he possessed of irri- 
gation in the Panjab was obtained at 
firet hand when he was a member of the 
Indian Public Works Department and 
in the railway service. Unlike tl 
Grand Canal of China the Papj 
waterways were designed mainly with 
the object of bringing « large and peren- 
nial water supply to immense tracts of 
waste land. ‘The Grand Canal and its 
off-shoots were used mainly ass means 
of communication and transport throogh 
country blessed with s plentifal rain 
supply. In the Punjab, before 
the canals were built, there were vast 
tracts of sandy waste on which notbit 
but ® epecies of cactas grew, on 
account of the very meagre rainfall 
Five large rivers ran tbroagh the 
Panjab, hence the name, punj mean- 
ing “five” and ab “waters.” The 
tract of land enclosed between each two 
rivers was called # doab, After the 
effects of the Mutiny had wabsided the 
Government of India began seriously to 
consider the task of irrigating theso 
doabs and transforming them into fertile 
areas, The financial problem was most 
difficalt, as the Punjab was theo, pe 
haps, the poorest province in India and 
the work would cost many millions of 
pounds sterling. The Government of 
India, however, had the coarage and 
wisdom to borrow the money, notwith- 
standing the heavy amount of interest it 
bad to pay daring the long period in 
mbich the works were ander construction, 
and before the effect of irrigation bad 
made itself manifest. That the policy 
adopted hed justified iteelf was shown 
by the fact that the Panjab, formerly 
one of the poorest, was now one of the 
richest provinces of tbe Indian Empire, 
‘The weekly edition of “The Times” 
of November 25, 1910, gave the 
following figures of the total wheat 
production of the countries named :

MOTOR NOTES.

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Last week I wont at some length 
into the mechanical featares of « gear- 
box for the reason that the average 
bandtook is either frankly 6l in 
in ita treatment of the matter or else 
faile in lucidity #0 far as the general 
reader is concerned, because it oredite 
him with more technical knowledge 
than be really . My far- 
ther jastification for the interpolation 
here and elsewhere in these notes of 
what may soom very elementary detail 
to some of my readers, is the fact that 
to any keen observer in these matters, 
who has been bat s month in Shanghai, 
it is painfally evident that much of the 
aforessid elementary detail is as = 
sealed book to quite s large proportion 
of the drivers in town, It should 
not be, 0; for if people would only 
realize how enormously they can im- 
prove their driving by mastering the 
why and the wherefore of the things 
they are doing, or trying to do, day 
after day in an uoressoning manner, I 
think they woold hardly gradge the 
fow hours’ stady in which each mastery 
may be aoquired. 

Regarding gearboxes one other point 
remains to be noted, namely the m 
ner ia which the reverse motion 
obtained. For the sake of clearness 
it has been omitted from the diagram, 
bat may be explained as follows 
On the right-hand end of coante 
shaft 0, just inside the gearbox, is 
mounted a toothed wheel about the size 
of P, which I will call X. In mesh with 
X, on a separate shaft of ite own, is 
another small toothed wheel about the 
same diameter bat much longer, which 
I will call ¥.

‘Now, therefore, we seem to be on the 
point of departare : the side brake, if! 
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on, is released; the clutch pedal is 
depressed to its fall extent ; the throttle 
is slightly opened; and, after 
momentary panse, the gear lever is 
moved gently into the first speed notch, 
Bat before the car moves forward on 
its way there are certain questions to 
be asked and answered. Why, for 
example, when putting in the low gear, 
shold the clatch pedal be depressed to 
its fall extent? Why, indeed, should 
it be depressed at all? Why, after the 
clateh pedal bas been depressed, shoald 
‘8 pause be made before moving the gear 
lever into the first speed notch? Why 
does the gear lever sometimes refase to 
go right home in the first speed notch, 
‘and when this happens what is the best 
thing to be di 
In view of previous explanations the 
answers to the foregoing questions will 
present little difficulty, As shown in 
diagram the gears are in. the neatral 
position, When the engine is started 
with the clatch in engagement, B,O.D. 
and E revolve, E of course driving R 
it ebaft O and two whoole P 
and Q. As the car is stationary, G 
nd J (sod therefore the wheels H 
and K) are not moving. 
__Now we ave already seen that to get 
into first speed, or low gear, K has to 
to be moved into engagement with P, 
sad it is quite ob hat if this is 
tempted while P is still being driven 
at a considerable speed, the instant the 
edges of the teeth of the two wheels 
come together there will be a grind and 
jar and the possibility of several 
damaged teeth. 


























Bat if the clutch pedal is first de- 
pressed, C2 is withdrawn from contact 
with Cl, and the sbaft D, being no 
longer driven, gradually loses its’ mo- 
mentum. Finally it comes to rest and 
with it, of course, E, R, O, P, and Q. 
‘When this bappe can be moved 
into engagement with P silently and 
without danger, and, the clatch being 
gradually re-engaged, the drivo is taken

‘Now comes the question as to wby, 
in depressing the clatch pedal before 
putting in the low gear, the driver should 
depress it to ita fall extent.

It is obvious that tbe 
farther the sleeve T is moved to the} 
right tbe greater will be the compres- 
sion of springs and consequently the 
friction between it and T., and the 
greater also will be the friction between 
the edge of 02 and the clutch pad. In 
other words the more the clntch pedal 
in depressed, the greater will be the 
retarding effects and the sooner will 
wheel P ceare revolving. 

Bat seeing that jast before the 
disengagement of the clutch the wheel 
P was turning at perhaps » hondred 
revolutions & minute, some appreciable] 
time must elapee before » state of 
complete rest can be obtained ; and it in 
to allow of this that a pause mst 
8 be made betwenn fall pressare 
on the clatch pedal and movement of 
the lever into the first speed 
noted, The length of such pause varies 
with different cars and can only be 
learned by experience ; in some old care 
with badly designed, heary, clatch mem- 
bers, it may be five seconds, or more bat 
thin condition can osually be bettered by 
fitting a clatch brake. 

‘The next question is why should the 
throttle be slightly opened before wtar- 
ting a car from rest on the low 
the answer ix that unless the engio 
#0 accelerated it will probsbly stop whea 
the clatch is re-engaged. When started, 
or immediately alterwards, the engine 
was throttled dowo to jost about ite 
lowest tarning speed, and at this number 
of revolutions the power developed ii 
very emall. 80 long aa the car remaios 
stationary all the engine bas to do, 
besides driving iteelf, is to rotate an 
idle conntershaft runing inside a well 
obricated gearbox.

THE PLAGUE. 
From Our Own Correspondents, 


Mokdeo, March 6. 
GOVERNMENT RNEROY. 

The Government is determined to 
rpare neither trouble nor expense to 
make the coming Plague Conference 
the success which all concerned hope it 
will be. 

A few days ago notices were posted 
round this city by the suthorities, urging. 
the people to be guided by the regala- 
tions, and giving many iostances of the 
reralts of foolish disobedience. Of the 
many examples I will quote three. 

Owing to the tremendons heaps of 
drifted eoow in the compounds of thi 
city, it has been easy for the people to 
bide their dead and arrange with the 
Sanitation Barean’s (hited farm) carters 
to take away the bodies with the snow and 
then jast bury them in the eame outside 
the city. One carter and several mem- 
bere of his family bad died of plague thas 
contracted, and it was proved that he 
bad earned tens of dollars at this work, 
systematically defeating the efforts of 
the honse-to-bonse inspectors. The

Another instance given was that at 
Lisoyang, which city bas remained free 
of plague, except for one single case, 
up to within « few days ago, owing to 
the splendid plans adopted there to 
keep it out, A short time ago, bow- 
, some large carts loaded with great 
bales of dried tobacco leaves put up at 
an inn in one of the suburbs, and during 
the evening, owing to some tronble, 
possibly the stealing of some tobacco by 
men at the inn, the innkeeper weat 
and inspected the carts and found atleast 
two dead bodies wrapped within the bales 
of tobacco. He was afraid to re 
port the matter, and the carta went 
away with their freight. They bed 
travelled from the far north and were 
carrying these plague bodies to the 
ancestral buryiog-groands, or to be 
embarked on a coast jank for Shantang. 
This will be another story, which ove 
cannot now follow. 

The innkeeper received infection and 
fe aud several members 
went, all of whom were 
daly boried in the soow, in adjoining 
fields and ditches, In a few days op- 
wards of twonty deaths occurred 
amongst the neighbours, and the trath 
then came out. If the locality is not 
severely dealt with, even worse troublemay 
be expected to follow. A third instance 

of the town of Shaangchengfo, 
1g some forty or fifty thousand 
people and situated only about fifty miles 
touth of Harbia on the Harbin-Chang- 
cbno Railway. This city, although « 
near Harbio, bed escaped fairly well, 
bat several’ cases had occurred and the 
victims bad been baried in the snow or 
packed into vegetable storage pite jn the 
market gardens. Finally, the authori- 
tice realized that plague was in theit 
midst, and, on inetitating = search, 
found upwards of ons hundred dead, all 
probably victima of plague, thas pat 
away. Last week the death rate from 
plague in that city was apwards of one 
thousand.

tying that the deaths fell from 173 
per diem to below one handred in leas 
than ten days, 1 bas continued 
0 that now, less than one month from 
the introduction of this organized form 
of ingpection, the death rate bas fallen to 
two for the lant two consecutive days. 
Of conrse it might be argued that thie 
thas been largely due to the natoral 
decrease of the plague viralence—the 
epidemic having passed its climax—bat 
on the other band I think it is on- 
questionsbly due to the splendid and 
energetic work carried on by the medical 
staff. As one looks back a month or 
two, one can now recognize that the delay 
and seeming indifference on the part of 
officials mentioned in my firet letter, 
‘were due mainly to the paralysing effect: 
of the appalling death rate, A plague 
such made such sights possible 
as I have described, made the bope of 
being able to cope with it a forlorn one. 
But the moment a fall made its appear- 
‘ance, the armour was backled on and 
a big fight was made which has prodac- 
ed tndreamed of roealts. 

MRS AND METHODS. 

In the success of this work the praise 
falls notably on two individasls, first 
Dr. Wa, the chief of ataif, whose energy 
and generalship bas been of a very high 
order, and secondly upon Mr. Alfred

The difficulty of disposing of corpses 
in Changchun became so urgent that 
ordera were isened for all corpses to be 
burnt, and this was done without any 
opposition from the natives, althongh 
such a courte is opposed to all their 
religious beliefs. Oar informant eaw 
1,400 bodies cremated upon one pyre. 
Burning was rendered neceseary by the 
{act that out cf 90 men employed as 
grave-diggers, 46 died daring the early 
part of the epidemic. 

Our informant speaks most highly of 
the methods employed by both Chinese 
and Japanese authorities, and also of 
the treatment of passengers on the 
steamers of the South Mancboria 
Railway, Not only bas no charge been 
wade for the period of quarantine de- 
tention at Woosung, bat the Company's 
officials have done everything in their 
power to relieve the tedium of the delay. 
Froit, cigarettes, and papers were sent 
on board daily daring the stay of the 
steamers at Woosnng. 


FAMINE IN HUPEH, 


From a Correspondent. 


‘Ala, Feb. 24. 

In September Jast I wrote an account 
of the terrible floods at Sbayang, cansed 
by the breaking of an ombankment 
whon the Han was in spate, Wo were 
cye-mitpesses of the disaster, being 
detained there eight days in conse- 
quence. At daybreak, a strong embank- 
ment was broken through by the floods 

miles houses and 
le wore destroyed mo- 
tooat ng, I visited the spot 
again three days ago, and fonnd tho 
water atill pouring on to the already 
dovastated land, ‘The embankments 
aro in process of being mended, and 
when I was there last week the rash of 
water bad been confined to a width of 
twenty or thirty feet, and will now 
probably be stopped altogether, bat 
* daring the past fire months the destrac- 
tion and devastation have been terrible 
to behold. Shayang, being the nearest 
town, has been a centre fur the refugees, 
and in it is focussed the distress of the 
surrounding district. 

To relieve the need, a daily di 
tribution of a basin of boiled beans pet 
head is given tu those who care to 
afew hours to receive it.

In Shanghai the practice is not the 
ssme, as, althongh some firms confine 
themselves golely to acting as brokers, 
there sre no firms who confine them- 
selves to jobbing, and brokers bith on 
and off the Exchange bay or sell 
shares on their own account on 
occasions, 

Accordiag to the principles of Eog- 
lish law broker acting as a broker is 
not allowed to sell his own shares to, or 
to buy shares from, a client on his own 
account, unless be discloses to the client 
that he proposer 80 to do, and he is 
forbidden to make apy ‘profit out 
of s transaction with a client be- 
yond bis sgreed brokerage, unless 
be disc! the nature of the 
profit to the client, He is far- 
ther not permitted to charge com- 
mission to bayer and seller where he 
arranges » contract between his own 
principals, unless he receives bis client's 
consent to doing so. With bis clients 
knowledge and consent he can of course 
act ae a jobber or charge double com- 
mission and make apy profit as may be 
agreed. 

Under the form of contract hitherto 
in uso on the Shanghai Stock Exchange 
brokers have not as a rale disclosed to 
their clients the fact that they are bay-
